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30, (original) The system of Claim 6 further including: 

a proxy server associated with said browser for 
transmitting proxy condensed versions of Web HTML documents 
to personal palm- type computers, and 

means for overriding said proxy servers to thereby 
permit the accessing by said palm- type computers of said 
second set of natural language data conveying said second 
version of condensed displayable data. 

34. (original) The method of Claim 11 including the further 
steps; of: 

normally providing a condensed version of Web HTML 
dpcumfcnts to personal palm- type computers, and 

Overriding said proxy servers to thereby permit the 
accessing by said palm-type computers of said second set of 
natural language data conveying said second version of 
cpndehsed displayable data.
